A Sonvee of 1'eaftt to Ope Man Who Under-
stnnds Thelr Movements,

Do snnkes migrate? Perhaps this
question has never vecurrad Lo you, or,
il it did, 1t is unlikely that you were in-
terested In i, but there Is more por-
haps than you thonght for in the answer
to this query, says the Alton Sentinel.

Yes, inn rather loose senso, snakos do
migrate ~that is, they have cortain
hibernating quarters aond make certain
excursions regulurly evory summer, and
thelr lives wre jJust a8 sysiematic ns
those of uny other Hving thing. Their
migrating habits hnve long been known
to nuturalists, and the bluffs along the
river afford a splondid loeality foe illus-
teation of what is known as the spake
migration. Just at this season of the
yoear, when winter is coming on, all the
sorpents in tho lowlands  across  the
river, on the islunds and in the Helds
are making for the blufMs, where they
Mnd shelter and bibornste in the fis-
sures and crevices during the cold sea-
son, and it is a commoun thing to see n
suake swimming the Mississippl in the
fall of the year, always go.ng toward
the hills

My, Louis Stiritz of Clifton Terrace,
who has frequented the river along the
Plasa Bluffs almost all his Life, suys he
hitis seen the time in the month of No-
vember when vou couldn't cross the
river at Clifton in thoe middle of the day
without seeing o half dozensnakes skim-
ming toward the Hlinois blulfs, and that
he has often killed as many as  four or
five rattlesnakes with an oar while
rowing from his place to Alton.  Thesa
snikes lio in o comatose condition in
winter, and just ns soon a8 the warm
rays of 4 spring sun creep into the rocks
they crawl onl, bask in the sun for o
few days, and then slide down the shales
and off to the lowlands,

Last fall the writer was hunting along

the blults above Flsah, when he had an
experience that convineed him  that
snnkes veally do migrate, He noticed

an old man walking along the river's
edge, who seemed to be intently wateh-
ing romethisng on the water with a pair
of field glasses, His actions excited
curlosity, aud the hunter c¢limhed down
the bluff and joined the stranger at the
edga of the wulter. The man
carvied a heavy sack, o pale of
field glasses and & queer pair of long
wooden tongs, and when questioned re-
plied that he was a snake catcher, all
the while scanning the surface of the
water with his glass. In the course of
ten minutes he sighted game, which
proved to be a snake swimming for shore
some 200 yavrds above, The old man im-
mediately picked up his tongs and  just
as soon as the spake had landed he
grabbed him with the wooden claws,
The catch proved to bea black snake
and he was stowed away inthe sack.
For another hour he plied his trade,

during  which time he eanght four
annkes—two  water snakes, one garter
snuke and a spreading adder. The

latter he put in tho sack, liberating the
others with the remark that they were
“no good.” Those other snakes are
“good™ snakes now, however, for the
writer appointed himself a committee to
swab every one of them on thoe soft side
of the hoad with the havd end of anover-
grown pehble,

The old man had waxed very genial
by this time, and together with my com-
rade, who had just come up, we went up
to the house to see hiz collection. He
hived ina little cabin boat, in a back
room of which he had over fifty live and
hissing snakes, which he said he sold to
a man in St. Louis, who sold them to
differont parties for different usoes,
“How did I learn the trick?” said the
snake-hunter.  ““Well, sir, I learned it
when a boy, We used to live on the
bluffs above and near the Wisconsin
line, and every full the Indians would
come down [rom the reservation and
catch rattlesnakes as they crosszed the
river. They sold the dead snakes to a
man at the fort, and | learned the trick
from the Indians,  Every fall the snakes
take to the bluffs, und they only swim
the river when the sun is warmest in
the middle of the day. 1 used to catch
thom with a boat like the Indians. but
I've learned o trick that the vreds didn't
know, and that is that you ecan catch
more snakes along the shore with one-
hall the work."”

ploves of the varlous charitable, educational
and penal Instltutions of the state.

The president of the Htate university at
Towan Clty gots $5,000 o year, $2,000 more than
the governor and mere than twilce as much
as the president of dny denominational eol-
loge, and the sularies of ull the other pro-
feszors are fixed on the same liberal scale,
The president of the Tnwa Agricultural col-
lege has a flxed salory of §3,800 per yrear
and elght other professors get from $1,600
to $2.500 in cash besides the privilege of
ocoupying elegant homes bullt at the expense
of the state, The éntire fuculty of this in-
stitution numbers forty-five, and the annual
salaries they recelve amount to more than
§65.000,

There are nearly (twenty boarids of trust-

control consisting of four persons, with the
governor a member ex-officio, shonld be
elected, in whom the full and absolute su-
pervision and control of all the state Institu-
tions should be vexted,

This recommendation has been taken under
advisement by both houses, and a bill em-
bodying the governor's views will be intro-
duced at no distant day.

The bill Introduced by Senator Lewls to
regulate express charges is stitl in the hunds
of the committes on corporations, which s
pretty closely divided as to its merits.

Section 3, which contalns its most sallent
features, reads as follows:

SUBSTANCE OF THE MEASURI,

“The board of rallroad commissioners,
when sald schedule of classifications and
charges shall have been flled as above ro-
quired, shall, if s=uld classifleations and
charges be deemed unjust. and uvnreasondi-
ble, have full power and nuthority to alter
and amend the classificatlons and to fix
maximum rates of churges, and siuch rates
estalbilished by the sald roilroad commis-
sloners shall be prima facle eyidence that
such rates are reasonable for all kinds and
clagses of such articlos as may be recelved
for carrlage and transportation by any ex-
press company or corporation doing business
In this state, having regard to distance or
digtances any such artleles may hoave (o be
8o carried or transported, and to compel the
sald companles or corporations to exchange
business at all rallrond crossings or junc-
tlons, where frgight or passenger depots are
or may be established, and to oestablish
equitable rates between guch companies or
corporations so exchanging articles In tran-
sit; and no company or corporntion doing
an express business in this state as afore-
sald, shall have power to alter or amend tho
schedule of classification or rates of charges,
when so fixed or approved by sald board of
raflroad commissloners, without the consent
and approval of sald board."

The settlement of the contest case from
Jackson county in the lower house between
W. M. Stephens (rep) and A, W. Richard-
gon (dem.) resulted In favor of the former,

who wads declared elected by twenty-six
votes. The ballot boxes from that county
wore sont for and the voles carefully

counted In  the presence of both partics.
and the seat was awarded to Mr. Stephens
by a unanimous vote, the demoeratic clilm-
ant magunanimously conceding his defeat,

In order to get o thorough understaonding
of the cnse It I8 necessary to go buck to the
organization of the Order of Rallway Telog-
raphors. It was organixed In this city
June 9, 1886, nnd & majority of thoke particl-
phating In the organization were employos of
the Burlinglon, Cedar Raplds & Northorn
road,  In the earlier dayk of the onder the
Burlinglon, Codar Haplds & Northern was
thoroughly organized, owing to tho fact (hat
the mandgement of the rond did not moake
determined  opposition  t the omployes
belonging to It.

LOST INTEREST IN THE ORDER.

Vialley Olty division Noo 1, of thig elty,
Decamae one of the leading divislons of the
organisation, but (o the comrse of tine many
changes occurred, the members of the order
deifimd out to other Hnes of rallwoay the eme-
Ployen of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids &
Northern seemed to lose inferest o the order
and Vallny City division No. 1 was remoyed
ta Vinton. the headquarters of order,
The principal reason for this was porhaps
bocanse the poliey of the order had changed
from a nstriking one to a protective order,

During the years 1591 and 1852, however,
there was o generdl reawalening nmong
the employes of the Burlington, Cedar Rop-
Iis & Northern, and o desire to Le reovgans
fzod was expressed by the employes In the
telegraplite  department ond  especially by
the troindispatehers, A delegation of train
dispatehers walted upon the grand oMeers of
the order and stated that they were willing
to take hold of the matter and endeavor to
thoronghly reorganlze the road with n view
of muaking I o sehednled one. The grand
offlcers consented to lend thelr albl to the
movement, and it owas dechded thint Valloy
Qity division should again bo removed to
thig eity and reinstituted, hoping in this way
to give tho movement more stubllity, This
program was aarrcied out; the division was
re-ostublishied here, the grand offleers of
the order and nearly all the troin dispateh-
ers of the road being present at the open-
Ing moeeting,

BECAME VERY AGGRESSIVIE.

This accomplished, the train dispatehers nt
onve wont to work with great zeal anmd soon
had the entire Burlington, Cedar Haplds &
Northern syetem thoroughly organized. This
done, they bBegan to demand that a sehedule
should b preparod, and in aceordance theres
with the grievance commliitee assembled, a
gehodule was formulated and the committes
met in this clty to present i, When this
committee walted upon Superintendent Wil
lHams le Informed the members thot the
sehedule wae not In proper shape for him ta
entertain, and requested that it be revismd.
Following this the train dispatehers in the
office here wers walted upon by W.P. Warid,
guperintendont of telegraph of the road, and
through his eforts they withdrew thelr de-
mand for a schedule, swore ulleglance 1o the
rond and accepted a raise of §6 a month.
Before thls, howeyer, W. F. Dorun, chlef
train dispatcher, had Won dismissed for a
trivial offenga,

After the sellont of the digpatehers, Grand
Clijef Ramsay took mattors In his own hands,
culled together a committee of those who
had been betrayed and again presented a
schadule for the consideration of the rail-
rond  company, No agroement  could be
reached, and on September 21, 1802, the 200
dispatchers and operators of the road left
thelr keve and went on o sirike. The tlé-
up was one of the most eomplete in the his-
tory of the west., Tralns were run  on
schedule time, but several wrecks were nar-
rowly averted, travel wus almost digcon-
tinued on the entire system, trainmen
threatened 1o guit unicss competent opora-
tors wore placed at all the stations, and
the road was losing money,

NEITHER SIDE GAINED A VICTORY,

Finally on October 1 Grand Chier 1B, B,
Clark and Grand Secrotary W. P, Danlels of
the Order of Rallway Conductors held o con-
fercuce with Superintendent Willlwma, which
resulted in oan amleable adjustment of the
pending difficultjes, Neither side goined n
glgnnl victory, The management of (he road
agrecd o recognize the order, the vital point
of the etrilee, to fill all vacancies from the
ranks of the men who had striack, and fur-
ther agreed to recelve a delegation of op-
erators at any time to conslder the question
of wages, Mr. Raomsay at once declired the
strike off, and as but few of the places had
been filled nearly all the men were taken
biek, Thus ended the gtrike.

But the trouble was not at an end by any
means, The moanagement of the rowd, It
seems, nt once began to worlkk with the view
of ultimately disrupting the order. During
tho strike wilres were cut o number of
times. It was charged that It was the work
of the strikers, but no proof pould be
brought forward to  substantiate  (hese
charges, About a year after the close of
the strike Me, Ramsay woas, upon the evi-
donce of two men who clulmed to have been
in the employ of the order who had the
strike In charge, indicted by the Linn
county grand jury on the ground of coun-
tennneing ond lending ald in the wire cut-
ting on the Buclinglon, Cedar Raplds &
Northern rond during the sirike of a year
before, The Indlotment caused n blg sen-
satlon, us no one had ever for even o mo-
mont connected Mr, Hamsay, or any of the
other officers of the order, with bhaving had
unything to do with the wire cutting, the
known policy of the officers being agalnst
any violence whatever. The outcome of
tho trial will therefore bo awalted with
umuch interest, .
